Indiana’s open season on squ ir­ 
rel hu nting begins next Wednes­ 
day, Au gu st 10, in the sixty-nine 
cou ties composing the Sou thern 
Zone and on Thu rsday, Sept. 1, 
in the remaining twenty-three 
cou nties which mak e u p the 
Northern Zone. 
Reports from game wardens 
and sportsmen throu ghou t the 
state were cited today by Virgil

ever, was conceded by both sides 
to be a direct test of New Deal 
ap p eal. It was between Senator 
Jam es P. Pop e, co-author of the 
193 8 crop control act, and Rep ­ 
resentative D. W orth Clark foe of 
the government reorganization 
bill 
and 
other 
W hite 
House 
measures. 
Senator Robert J. Bulkley of 
Ohio and H attie Caraway of Ar­ 
kansas, who like Pop e have gone 
down the line for the adm inis­ 
tration, also had op p osition. But 
their challengers joined them 
in p roclaiming loyalty to the 
p resident’s p rincip les. 
Mrs. Caraway’s m ajor rival was 
Rep . John L. McClellan, who de­ 
clared th at Mr. Roosevelt’s ref­ 
erence to the only woman sen­ 
ator as a “very old friend” did 
not constitute an endorsement. 
A third candidate, J. Rosser 
Venable, did not take p art in this 
argum ent. 
The quiet-sp oken Mrs. C ara­ 
way did more sp eechmaking in 
the camp aign than throughout 
her seven years in the senate. 
McClellan 
comp lained 
to 
the 
senate 
camp aign 
exp enditures^ 
committee th at she had received 
imp rop er aid from federal em ­ 
p loyes, 
but 
she 
denied 
the 
charge. The committee has not 
finished its inquiry. 
In Ohio, the Democratic con­ 
test between Senator Bulkley 
and former Gov. Geo. White was 
less sensational than the other 
p rim ary races in the state. Bulk­ 
ley was the ap p arent choice of 
Mr. Roosevelt, who sp oke highly 
of him in a sp eech last month. 
White said he favored New Deal 
p rincip les without being a “yes 
m an.” 
The 
Rep ublican 
senatorial 
battle was a heated one between 
Robert Taft, son of the former 
p resident, and Judge A rthur Day 
of the Ohio sup reme court. Day 
contended T aft had made tre ­ 
mendous 
exp enditures 
in 
his 
camp aign, while T aft denied the 
charge and accused his op p on­ 
ent of “mud-slinging.” 
The third m ajor fight in Ohio 
was over the Democartic nom ­ 
ination for governor. 
The in­ 
cumbent, M artin L. Davey, was 
op p osed by National Committee­ 
m an Charles Sawyer. The social

withdrawing grants for old age 
p ensions in the state because it 
said Davey had made p olitical 
use of the p ension system.

FIVE-MAN CRIMINAL 
GANG UNDER ARREST 
AFTER MILROY AFFAIR

sto re at Mu ncie and sto le fo u r 
pints o f whisk y . 
A few week s later Zo rnes bu rg ­ 
larized an A. & P. sto re in Mu n­ 
cie and o btained g ro ceries, cig ­ 
arettes and abo u t $3 in mo ney , 
and then fo llo wed this “jo b” by 
break ing into a Mu ncie Kro g er 
sto re and g etting so me g ro ceries. 
These three bu rg laries were co m­ 
mitted by himself alo ne. 
Zo rnes’ nex t criminal step, ac­ 
co rding ,to his sig ned statement, 
was made in Ju ne when he sto le 
a spik ing mau l o ff a Pennsy l­ 
v ania railro ad eng ine in Ander­ 
so n. On the nex t nig ht Zo rnes 
and Do well entered the Ander­ 
so n tractio n statio n bu t failed 
in an attempt to fo rce o pen the 
safe there. 
Abo u t two week s later, Do well 
and Zo rnes bu rg larized the Ver­ 
no n co al y ard in Anderso n bu t 
were frig htened away by the 
nig ht watchman befo re they 
co u ld tak e any thing , acco rding 
to the statement. 
Two bo y s fro m Tex as, describ­ 
ed by Zo rnes as “Bo b” and “Jo e” 
helped him break into the An­ 
derso n city heat and lig ht plant 
o n Ju ne 27. They sto le a sledg e 
and so me o ther articles there 
and then went to the tractio n 
terminal which was o nce ag ain 
entered. This time the attack o n 
the safe was su ccessfu l and $225 
was o btained. 
An au to mo bile, abando ned in 
the fru strated bu rg lary attempt 
at Milro y , was sto len in Indian­ 
apo lis by Zo rnes and two co m­ 
panio ns Ju ly 23, the co nfessio n 
states. It is u ndersto o d that this 
car belo ng ed to a relativ e o f 
Knig ht, the latter being referred 
to as “Jimmie” in Zo rnes’ co n­ 
fessio n. 
Zo rnes and his co mpanio n 
sto le 54 pints o f liqu o r after 
break ing into a liqu o r sto re at 
Bainbridg e o n Ju ly 27 . This sto l­ 
en liqu o r was later so ld by the 
thiev es to McAllister, who o per­ 
ates a beer tav ern at Tay lo rs­ 
v ille, a Terre Hau te su bu rb, the 
co nfessio n reads. 
Two day s earlier the pair had 
so ld McAllister a larg e amo u nt 
o f miscellaneo u s articles which 
Zo rnes and “Jimmie” had seized 
in a g ro cery sto re bu rg lary at 
Carbo n. 
Maso n’s g ro cery sto re at Shir­ 


ley was entered by fcprnes and 
Knig ht o n July 2$ when a larg e 
amo unt o f to bacco was sto len. 
Fro m Shirley the two men 
went to nearby Wilkinso n where 
they bro ke into a drug sto re and 
sto le cig arettes and cig ars. 
The lo o t o btained at Shirley 
and Wilk inso n was also tak en to 
McAllister who paid $20.60 fo r 
the sto len g o o ds, Zo rnes said. 
Leav ing Terre Hau te o n the 
afterno o n o f Ju ly 29, Knig ht and 
Zo rnes dro v e to Milro y and 
“sized u p the to wn,” the co n­ 
fessio n reads. The pair then re­ 
tu rned to Milro y early in the 
mo rning o f Ju ly 31 when they 
were su rprised by Officer Al­ 
dridg e as they attempted to en­ 
ter the Sheppard dru g sto re. 
Then fo llo wed the arrest o f 
Zo rnes which u ltimately led to 
the apprehensio n o f the rest o f 
the g ang .

Zo rnes’ co nfessio n was made in 
the presence o f Sheriff Hard­ 
wick , Depu ty Pau l Benning to n 
and Officers Kermit Lewis and 
William Gemmill o f the Ru sh­ 
v ille state po lice po st. 
Other state po licemen and o f­ 
ficers in cities where the g ang 
had o perated ro u nded u p the 
o ther criminals, so me o f who m 
are also said to hav e co nfessed.
